In- 
creasing sickness among homeless 
survivors of the destruction of Messina 
is causing the authorities great anx- 
fety. 

After all of the efforts of the military 
to get the wounded and sick out of the 
ruined city, the ambulance trains to 
Catania today were as long, as numer- 
ous and as crowded as any day since 
the earthquake. There are still 30,000 
people in Messina, residents and refu- 
gees from ned villages around it.

STANFORD UNIVERSITY, Jan. 3. 
— In an interview with President Jor- 
dan of Stanford, the American repre- 


les Commission, he discussed the prog- 
ress of the work and stated that upon 
many important points the two com- 
missioners had come to an agreement. 
The date of the submitting of the re- 
port of the two governments has been 
postponed to June 3, and next spring 
Dr. Jordan expects Dr. Prince, the 
English representative, to visit Stan- 
ford, when the final touches will be 
put on the agreement. 

“The four aims of the commission 
have been,” said Jordan, “first, to 
unify the many existing fishery laws; 
second, to enlarge the stock of fish: 
third, to aid the fishing industry, and 
fourth, to remove the sources of fric- 
tion between England and the United 
States and the various States inter- 
ested, 
“Fishing in the boundary waters,” 
said Dr. Jordan, “may be thrown 
open to the fishermen the entire year 
around, if provision can be made for 
‘saving an adequate amount of spawn. 
| “The spawn will be hatched in gov- 
ernment and State hatcheries. Certain 
months of the year will be closed for 
black bass, and this protection is to be 
made as strong as possible. Salmon 
will be immune from capture for a 
certain period out of every week of 
the ‘running’ or spawning season.” 

The labors of the commission have 
progressed as far as the tentative lists 
of statutes, which are subject to re- 
vision and rewriting. 


GOMPERS AND PALS UPHELD. 


Mass Meeting in San Francisco Offers 
Financial and Moral Aid and 
Comfort.

An examination of the bank showed 
that one window had been left open, 
but the thief had not crawled in this 
way, for the dust on the sill was un- 
disturbed. The front door was fast- 
ened by a Yale lock that had not been 
tampered with, and the rear door has 
an ordi casement lock that could 
be opened by any skeleton door key. 

LEFT STRAIGHT BY EXPERT. 

The defective lock had been over- 
hauled five days before the robbery by 
the expert for the Diebold company, 
who had just completed the installa- 
tion of an immense vault in the sama 
bank’s fine new quarters across the 
street. He was known to have left 
for Ventura four days before. 

This expert has been in the employ of 
the Diebold company for twenty years, 
and the detectives paid no further at- 
tention to him after finding that he 
had been in Ventura on night of 
the robbery, exce to question him 
about the condition of the lock when 
he last saw it. 

He was certain that the lock had 
been in perfect condition when he left 
it, and that the spring was certainly 
in place. theory that this man 
should go wrong after twenty years of 
faithful service, and then for $30,000, 
when he had been in a pagition to steal 
a million dollars several times within 
the year, had he been so disposed, is 
ridiculed by the detectives. 

ELIMINATION. 

After eliminating the lock expert the 
detectives began work on the other four 
men who knew the combination. Pres- 
ident John H. Bartle has been with th 
bank since it started, a fifth of a cen- 
tury back. All of his interests are tied 
up in the bank, and for him to break 
into the vault would be a case of steal- 
ing his own money. He was never sus- 
pected, of course. 

An investigation into the history of 
the bank revealed a remarkably clear 
financial record. During the twenty 
years there has been only one lawsuit 
filed against it, and that necessitated 
the expenditure of only $100 in attor- 
neys’ fees. In this time only four forged 
checks have been passed on the bank. 
amounting to $125, and they all came 
from one man, who was captured and 
is now on parole. Another notorious 
forger opened an account at the bank 
some time ago, and was recogniz. 1 
from a picture sent out by the Amer- 
lean Bankers’ Association. The police 
were notified, and he is now behind 


In all its career the bank had not 
lost a dollar until the theft on the 
night of December 14. It has a paid- 
up capital of $100,000 and a surplus of 
$90,000. Of this it has just invested 
$30,000 in a new bank puilding, which 
cost $65,000. The balance was realized 
from the sale of the old building. 

Of the amount taken by the thief 
only $4700 is a loss to the bank, the 
rest being replaced by the Maryland 
Casualty Company. 

W. A. Chess, cashier, has been with 
the bank since its beginning. He is 
comfortably well off, has a life job, and 
has an unimpeachable record. A. W. 
Hasen, assistant cashier, is much 
younger than his chief, but he has al- 
ready held several positions of trust, 
and came to the bank with an excel- 
lent record. If either of these men were 
tempted to do anything wrong they 
would resist, for they know the utter 
folly of trying to rob a bank protected 
by the Pinkertons, the American Bank- 
ing Association and the Maryland Cas- 
ualty Company. They know that th» 
money would do them no good, for 
they never would be able to use it 
without being detected. 

Hal M. Rives, a large, strapping 
young man with a wealth of golden 
hair, is the book-keeper. This is the 
first bank he has ever worked for. It 
is the second position he has held in 
Monrovia, the first ing for a hard- 
ware store, from which he was dis- 
charged after some disagreement 
with the proprietor. He has a per- 
fectly clear record. Young Rives lives 
with his father, EK. E. Rives, who 
has a real estate office at No. 609 Myr- 
tle avenue. Mrs. Rives died last year, 
leaving a family of seven for the fath- 
er to care for. There are two grown 
daughters, one young girl, one young- 
er boy, Hal, and another brother, 
Kinley, who has left home. 

Mr. Rives used to be in the bank- 
ing business himself. He was a col- 
lector for a bank in Jamestown, N. D., 
and knows something of banking 
methods. When seen yesterday he 
stated that he does not know much 
about this burglary, beeause his son 
had not taiked very much about it. 

“I don't know very much about time 
locks, because I never was in a po- 
sition to use one. I did not know un- 
til today that President Bartle had 
told the men not to discuss this theft, 
but I guess that is why Hal did not 
say more about it.”

Since the robbery, however, I 
have questioned other bankers, 
have not feund one of them who has 
ever tested a lock after the Diebold or 
other expert lock men from the safe 
companies had pronounced it in good 
order. 

“Of course I have no reason in the 
world to suspect Mr. Martin, who in- 
stalled our new safe, but if I had only 
tested the lock I would have been sure 
that he left it in good order, and that 
the thief selected this time for his 
crime in order to direct suspicion to- 
ward the expert.” 

A final proof that the time lock had 
been tinkered with by some one after 
the Diebold man had finished his work, 
was the condition of the boits hold- 
ing the glass in place over the lock. 
There is no reason why these bolts 
should be screwed very tight because 
the glass fits in a dust-proof groove. 
Mr. Martin stated that he had not 
screwed them tight, but when it came 
ta removing the glass it was found 
that they had been forced until they 
cut grooves in the brass washers, and 
it required great effort to loosen them. 

All of these facts have been gone 
over by Pinkerton Detectives Smith, 
Collins and S. V. Hatter, who are 
working on the case, as well as the 
detectives from the other concerns in- 
terested, and other Pinkerton men 
who have visited the scene through 
curiosity. They have run down all o 
the little side lines, and now they have 
settled down to wait. It may take 
time but the sleuths who protect na- 
tional banks are men who have gained 
world-wide renown for their patience.

Leal Singer and Man-About-Town to 
Piead Music's Cause Before the 
State Legislature.

Legislature the claim of the schools, 
other public institutions of learning 
and the people at large, for an in- 
creased music appropriation. 

Mr. Edson says he is aware he is a 

pioneer in his propaganda, but avers 
that it is a subject claiming serious 
attention among thinking men and 
women in both large cities of the State, 
Los Angeles and San Francisco. 
Said he yesterday afternoon: The 
greatest musical need of the State is 
the need of organization, in order that 
some definite plan may be pursued all 
over the State, so that all interested 
in the arts may have the same end in 
view 


“California has had an sorts of com- 
missions, but never one for music, 
and it seems to me that it is time to 
pull all the forces within us together 
in one big effort to attain this end. 
“No one knows just how many or- 
ganizations are working along artistic 
lines, and no one knows which of all 
the many musical plans suggested is 
practicable until these have been 
pasted upon by men who have business 
sense, and throw influence enough 
among other business men to make 
them see that siding with art is really 
good business, and will pay if done 
in a sensible way. | 

“Music ranks thirty-second in appro- 
priations at the State University, and 
not a soul there can define its exact 
province, There is no orchestra in 
connection with the university to give 
regular concerts in the beautiful Greek 
Theater. There is no choral organiza- 
tion worthy the name in connection 
with the chair of music. Is this be- 
cause music is not loved at Berkeley, 
or because it has not been followed 
up on practical business lines? Whose 
fault is it? 

“There should be two art centers in 
California—San Francisco and Los An- 
geles. Both should have the finest 
sort of symphonic work, and both 
should have seasons of grand and light 
opera in English. 

‘The work of interpretative recitals 
in the high and grade schools should 
also be kept up, in order to supplement 
the technical work that is now done 
so successfully. And these concerts 
shouid cost the pupils some small sum 
of money, for the worst thing that 
ean be done to music is to pass it 
about for nothing. 

“There are also many other things, 
such as the proper conduct and intel- 
ligent organization of great musical 
festivals, which would naturally grow 
from the observance of these first 
principles.”

ONCERNING CAVIAR. 

“"'Twas caviare to the general, remarked 
Hamlet in describing a play which was too fine to be 
appreciated by ordinary minds. Now our old friend 
William Shakespeare was not well acquainted with 
America, which in his days was merely. an interest- 
ing discovery by a lately deceased person called Co- 
lumbus. It is obvious therefore that he had never 
heard of Lake Winnipeg and that his Hamlet must 
necessarily have referred to Russian caviar—we 
have lopped off the final “e” from the tidbit since 
Shakespeare's time; some people even rob the great 
man himself of his last letter. 

We import a good deal of caviar, because our pal- 
ates are educated and we can appreciate it. More- 
over none of us belong “to the genera!” (meaning 
the generality.) We are all discerning persons who 
can appreciate caviar, anchovy, olives, tomatoes and 

all those things which are said to demand cultivated 
tastes. We Americans are no simpering novices; 
we know and like all the delicacies. 

Still there are a few things we don't know and 
one of these is that “Russian caviar” comes from 
lake Winnipeg, which is on this continent, in the 
midst of what used to be styled “the frozen wastes” 
of Manitoba. Those Canadian chaps always were 
a bit tricky, but we will hasten to explain that they 
don’t foist their native product off upon us as a Rus- 
sian commodity. They are proud to let the world 
know that they number caviar among the things 
which make their country attractive. It is the Ger- 
mans who must be blamed for the deceit. 

Merchants of Hamburg are the chief exporters of 
caviar to America. It is a well-known fact that the 
sturgeon, the roe of which is converted into caviar, 
is becoming depleted in the Czar's dominions. This 
is due not only to the demands for the spawn, but 
also to the call for what an old-time writer described 
as “that glew which is called ising-glass.” Hence 
the Germans have become tricky and they import 
from Canada and wherever else they can secure it, 
the roe which, properly prepared, is such a delight- 
ful accompaniment to buttered toast. Some of this 
they obtain from Manitoba, whose principal lake is 
named Winnipeg, the same as its capital city. This 
lake is 275 miles long and from forty to sixty wide. 
Its area is about 9000 square miles and its total 
coast line larger than that of any of the great lakes 
except Superior. None can be superior to Superior. 

From that lake is obtained annually about $15,000 
worth of sturgeon roe. The Manitoba Free Press, 
which has sent out a little package of Canadian 
caviar and a booklet giving some account of its his- 
tory, makes the significant observation that “most 
of the caviar” goes to Europe. It also notes that 
some of it comes back here labeled “Russian.” But 
never mind the label, it’s fine stuff whether it comes 
from Lake Winnipeg or from some unpronounceable 
Muscovite body of water.. We know that English- 

men of days gone Pre, as Carlyle described 
them, “mostly fools.” eir loss of America amply 
proves this. The present generation may rejoice, 
however, that Lake Winnipeg, the home of the stur- 
geon, is still within the empire’s boundaries. Eng- 
lishmen always treat their bellies well. They can 
appreciate a menu which starts with oysters and 
gravitates by natural stages to caviar, a delicious 
roast, a tempting tart and some good strong cheese. 
It strikes us, however, that the very fact that Canada 
possesses this source of delight is only another of 
the many good reasons why we should annex the 
Dominion. If, as is possible, Lake Winnipeg be- 
comes the last home of the sturgeon, it is greatly to 
be desired, for our stomach’s sake, that the source of 
caviar supply should be within our own borders, 
even if we have to take over the rest of Canada in

12 REVISION AS SEEN IN ENG- 
LAND. 

The London Morning Post, like other great Eng- 
lish papers, has a correspondent in Washington. 
From his name, A. Maurice Low, we take it he is 
English, and as correspondent of the Post, and 
as a native of Briton, he naturally reflects English 
opinion. 

The Post of December 15 prints a letter of a 
column in length in which the American tariff is 
discussed. It deals with the Republican —- 
the popular view that the tariff needs revision, 
the attitude of the President-elect standing for a 
real revision and for thus keeping the party pledge. 

Then follows an exhibition of great anxiety lest 
the revision will not be real, will not keep the party 
pledges, will not be in accord with Mr. Taft's views 
because the tariff will not undergo a general re- 
duction pf rates. Mr. Low is not unfair. He at- 
tacks ker Cannon and alleges that there is a 
sharp conflict between him and Mr. Taft, that this 
fight may be carried into Congress, the President 
entering the lists in the open to defeat Cannon for 
the Speakership of the Sixty-first Congress. We 
say this English writer is not unfair. He is intelli- 
gent and sets out the difficulties that lie in the way 
of the President undertaking to control Congress, 
and he recognizes the fact that the Speaker is only 
what the House makes of him. In these things he 
is much fairer than most of our American news- 
paper free-traders, who are Calhounistic, openly or 
covertly. 

But it is amazing to see how anxious this Eng- 
lish writer is lest enough tariff reduction is not put 
in the bill to constitute what he calls a “real revi- 
sion.” His anxiety is exactly like that of the Ameri- 
can newspapers who have become so tainted with 
Bryanism, a recrudescence of Calhounism. The de- 
sire for low tariff is reasonable in the case of Eng- 
lishmen, who wish to do our work while our people 
lie idle, to get pay for it while our people go with- 
out income, to eat wiile we go hungry. But why 
are Americans so ready to join their English allies 
in the ranks of the free-traders? Mr. Low and the 
London Post are léoking after the interests of Eng- 
land. For whom do the American tariff reduction- 
ists speak? 

Then there is this alleged squabble between Mr. 
Taft and Mr. Cannon. Who has invented this 
fable? Mr. Taft knows nothing about it. If he 


does he does not tell the truth. Mr. Cannon is 


ignorant of any conflict. If he is not he is in the 
role of those who merit the shorter and uglier werd. 

As to the Republican platform, it contains noth- 
ing about lower tariffs in general. It is outspoken 
in its stand-pat position on the doctrine of tariff 
protection. It has set forth the measure of this 
protection. Mr. Taft says he is a protectionist to 
the core of his heart. Mr. Cannon says he is in 
hearty sympathy with the platform of his party, in 
the making of which he took a prominent part. He 
says he will be satisfied with the measure of pro- 
tection provided in the platform. Where is there 
room for any quarrel? 

There is no room, there is no quarrel, there is no 
anxiety outside the imagination of Calhounized 
Americans and Cobdenized Englishmen. The Eng- 
lish are patriotic and wise. The free-trade Ameri- 
can? Why, he is a Democrat openly or in dis- 
guise.

DELAIDE RISTORI.

BARRING BAD BUGS 
OUT OF CALIFORNIA. 


BY H. A. CRAFTS. 

California maintains the most rigid quarantine 

inst injurious insects of any State in the Union. 

This is because California is the greatest fruit rais- 

ing State, and she must guard the fruit interests to 
the uttermost.

tries, and — 2 all incoming vessels are 
carefully inspected. In every port in California, 

Diego, Los Angeles, San Francisco and Eu- 
reka, there are stationed horticultural inspectors, 


who are constantly on the alert in the discharge of 


their official duties. 
being me rang of arrivals in 
an Francisca, the duty im upon the ran- 
tine officials of that city is the — constinn. It 
keeps two men busy all the time, and there is no 
let-up for Sunday; so soon as a vessel from a for- 
eign port comes to its dock, then the officials must 
be on the ground. 

All ships are sighted off the Golden Gate for 
thirty miles out, and the news of the arrival is im- 
mediately flashed to the two maritime exchanges of 
the city, and of one of these exchanges the State 
Horticultural Department is a member, and receives 
the news of the arrivals just as soon as any one. 

Then the horticultural officials place themselves 
in communication with the ship's agents, who send 
word as soon as the vessel is bed. 

In conjunction with the customhouse inspectors 
the horticultural quarantine officials examine, not 
only the cargo, but the effects of the officers, crew 
an „ to see that no piece of fruit, tree 
shrub, flower, cutting, etc., that may be infected 
with fruit pests shall land. 

Bouquets on the dining tables, in the hands of 

ssengers—women and children—are seized the 
ynx-eyed bug-hunters, and if found inf are 
confiscated and consigned to the flames. 

Even floral tributes to the dead, resting upon the 
coffin of the deceased, who has been brought home 
from some foreign shore, are not exempt, and must 
pape the inspection of the horticultural quarantine 
officer. 

Whole consignments of fruit are sometimes seized 
and burned up because of their infection by some 
injurious insect. 

On two of the most prominent steamer docks in 
San Francisco the State Horticultural Department 
has established regular fumigating rooms, where 
fruit and other merchandise is thoroughly fumi- 
gated before being allowed to be carted away. 

For use at other docks the officers are supplied 
with a portable fumigating outfit, including a ean- 
vas tent, in which to inclose the material to be fu- 


he reports of these officers make very interesting 
reading. They are semi-annual, and give a review 
of the work done in each period of six months. 

In one report it was shown that 132 steamships 
and sailing vessels were inspected; eighty-seven

Mrs. Fannie A. Richardson. 

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 3.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Mrs. Fannie A. Richardson, 
great-grand-daughter of John Sevier, 
Tennessee’s first Governor, and daugh- 
ter of Austin A. King, Missouri's Gov- 
ernor from 1849 to 1853, died here this 
morning at the home of her son, Allen 
P. Richardson, industrial school su- 
perintendent of infirmities, due to old 
age. She was born in Knoxville, Tenn., 
November 30, 1830, married Col. Allen 
F. Richardson, a noted lawyer, in 1846, 
when he was Missouri's Sec of 
State. Of their thirteen children, but 
one survives. Her husband died in 
1892. She had many friends in Ten- 
nessee end Missouri. The funeral will 
be held at Jefferson City, Mo., Tuesday 
afternoon from the Methodist Church. 


Anson R. Flower. 

WATERTO WN. (N. 1.) Jan. 3.—An- 
son R. Flower, aged 66 years, special 
partner of the firm of Flower & Co., 
bankers of New York, died suddenly at 
his home here today. Mr. Filower's 
death came as a severe shock to this 
city, where his benefactions have been 
numerous. He leaves a widow and a 
brother, Nathan Flower of California. 
Mr. Flower was for years prominent in 
New York financial circles. He retired

Flower, in 1899, and became a special 
partner thereafter, devoting his time to 
his properties and charities. 


LEGISLATURE CONVENES. 


idaho Solons Have a Senatorial Fight 
on Their Hands When They 
Meet Today. 

IATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

(Idaho) Jan. 3.—The tenth 
session of the Idaho Legisiature which 
convenes at noon tomorrow will elect 
a United States Senator. Representa- 
tive Paul ©. Gladstone will be m- 
stalled as speaker of the House, ahd 
Senator-jJohn W. Hart will be selected 
president pro tem. of the Senate. The 
Legisiature is overwhelmingly Repub- 
lican, insuring the election of a mem- 
ber of the party as United States 
Senator. 

Senator Weldon B. Heyburn was in- 
dorsed by the Republican State con- 
vention, but during the past few weeks 
rumors of an insurgent movement have 
been rife, and Senator Heyburn is now 
hastening from Washington to Boise 
to give personal attention to his can- 
didacy. 

The principal fight during the ses- 
sion will be over local option. There 
ig strong opposition to it and the pres- 
ent outlook is that it will be defeated 
through a compromise on precinct in- 
stead of county lines as pledged in 
the Republican platform. 

Gov. James H. Brady in his inau- 
gural message will recommend en- 
actment of local option and direct 
primary laws, and a public utilities 
— instead of a railroad com- 
sion.

Compare Judge Wright to Pontius 
Pilate and Sam Gompers to Jesus 
Christ. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 
CHICAGO, Jan. 3.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Mass meetings to protest 
against the alleged invasion of consti- 
tutional rights of workingmen by the 
courts, are to be held in every city and 
town in the country on Lincoln's birth- 
day. The movement was started by 
the Federation of Labor here today. 
Hot resolutions from a number of un- 
ions bearing on the jail sentences im- 
by Judge Wright on Gompers, 
Mitchell and Morrison stirred the dele- 
gates. Speakers on the floor Ijkened 
Judge Wright to Pontius Pllatck and 
declared the imprisonment of Gompers 
would assuredly bring about redress 
for the workers as did the crucifixion 

of Christ establish Christianity. 
George Koop, a radica! Socialist, got 
Himself into immediate trouble by sug- 
gesting that the boycott by the labor 
union was intended to injure property 
rights. The abolition of the profit sys- 
tem was the only solution that Koop 
could see, and he declared that if all 
the union men had voted for Debs at 
the last election the decision of Judge 
Wright would have been different.

GUNBOAT DUBUQUE 
OFF FOR NICARAGUA.

WASHINGTON ON WATCH.

As a dozen 
victorias and one automobile, contain- 
ing prominent members of the Italian 
colony, passed through the streets, 
men and women wept, tore their cloth- 
ing from their bodies and threw it, 
with what money they could spare, to 
those waiting to receive it. 

The victorias were headed by an open 
wagon, in which a band played pa- 
triotic airs. Behind, trailed ten en- 
press carts, on which clothing, bottles 
of wine, bundles of all descriptions and 
even medicines were loaded. Nothing 
was refused. A man, who, with trem- 
bling hands, brought a pair of trousers 
thrice patched, received the same 
blessing given a more rous 
neighbor, who appeared with a box of 


new shoes. 

Down from the t windows, middle 
windows and all other windows flut- 
tered shawis, skirts, trousers, vests, 
coats, underwear, socks and handker- 
chiefs. Some were new, others old; 
but represented a sacrifice. In the 
showers came money, lots of it, con- 
sidering that the folk who gave it had 
not much to give. Pennies, nickels, 
quarters and half-dollars, hurriedly 
wrapped in bits of paper, struck the 


pavement, and now then a Dill 
dropped to the street. 
Down below an enormous throng 


picked up the articles and handed them 
over to the collectors. In not a sin 
instance did 4 penny go astray. The 
whole affair had the mark of gravity; 
there was no laughter, nor disorder. 


ITALY’S RULERS 
RETURN HOME. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

ROME, Jan. 3.—The King and Queen 
arrived in this city tonight, coming by 
motor. car from Naples. 

Their early arrival was not expected, 
The Queen looked tired and depressed, 
but the King was as energetic as 
usual. 

Having done all that it was pos- 
sible to do in the districts laid waste 
by the earthquake, the King and 
Queen of Italy return to Rome. 
They have passed the last four days 
among the ruine of Sicily and Cala- 
bria, taking direct part in the work of 
rescue and relief, and the Queen ad- 
ministering to the injured. here is a 
feeling of relief in Italy that their 
Majesties are coming home. 

The American Ambassador, Lioyd 
C. Griscom, has appointed a commit- 
tee of Americans, to which will be en- 
trusted the work of utilizing the 
money received from the United States 
to the best advantage of the sufferers. 

Both in Messina and Reggio the 
guards are having difficulty in protect- 
ing the survivors, and the vast treas- 
ure in the ruined buildings from the 
bands of thieves that are swarming 
everywhere. It is reported that six 
Russian sailors have been shot by loot- 
ers at Messina and that sixteen crim- 
mals have been killed at the same 
place within the last twenty-four 
hours. Six hundred persons engaged 
in pillaging have been arrested. In an 
engagement at Reggio between the po- 
lice and bandits two of the police were 
killed. 

Reports still reach here of the con- 
tinuance of earthquake shocks—some 
sufficient to do further great damage. 
According to these reports, new shocks 
yesterday at Pellaro precipitated the 
entire population into the sea, includ- 
ing both the dead and living victims 
of the earthquake. 

People at Reggio are becoming more 
calm and aid there is now being sys- 
tematically p ovided. 

The Minister of Justice, who is now 
in Messina, has sent the following 
dispatch to Premier Giolotti: 

“The service continues against the 
pillagers, who Saturday night came in 
conflict at Reggio with the police 
force resulting in the death of one 
Bersagliere and one customs guard. 
A Russian sailor shot a thief upon 
whom was found valuables to the 
amount of $27,000." 

A report to the effect that the Pope 
intended to send Archbishop Ireland 
of St. Paul, who is now in Rome, to 
Messina, is denied. He has, however, 
sent three lates from Rome to the 
south for the purpose of carryi out 
special instructions, one of these being 

Bongano, rector of the propa- 
ganda college.

ONGEST ROUTE 
TO SAVE MONEY. 


SOME OF DA’S WHEAT CROP) 
TO GO ROUND HORN. 


— 


Vancouver Shippers Confident They 
Can Do Better by Sending Grain to 
European Ports by Sea Than Over- 
land and Scheme Will Be Tried 
Out Soon. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


OTTAWA (Ont.) Jan. 3.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] That the scheme recently 
mooted of sending part of the Cana- 
dian grain crop to European ports via 
Cape Horn will soon be put into cp- 
eration is the opinion of Vancouver 
shipping men. The reason for the move- 
ment is the difficulty of getting grain 
through by the eastward route, owing 
to the brief duration of the season, and 
the shortage of cars. 

As for the rapidity of transit, there 
would be little difficulty, it is claimed, 
in that line. Wheat sent by the Horn 
would arrive in the continental ports 
a little later than that sent at the 
game time by way of the Atlantic 
route, but as a matter of fact, that 
would be no drawback, as the prices 
obtained would be higher instead of 
lower. At the time the wheat arriving, 
via the Horn, would get to Europe, 
there would be no other wheat imports 
going in, and an advantage would thus 
result. 

It is stated that the rates would 
really be much cheaper via the Horn. 
With reasonable rates. given by the rail- 
roads, the haulage from Calgary to 
Vancouver would be 6% cents per 
bushel, as compared with 27 cents to 
St. Johns, N. B. The rate to Liver- 
pool would bring the whole cost up to 
about 24 cents a bushel, an advantage 
of = least 6 cents over the Atlantic
